We most earnestly hope the voters will see to it that our term 


has more than twenty-nine weeks of school. 
There has been a change of teachers in two districts. No. 1 
has been unfortunate in having two teachers for three terms, 


but the two last terms have shown such good work and pleasant 


feeling between teacher and pupils that we feel satisfied our 
choice was wise, and the year as a whole proved beneficial. 

In No. 7 not only has there been a new teacher but a new 
building, the best in town, and we see no reason why the best 
of results should not await these pupils. 

The School Board would here mention the memorial exer- 
cises of one of our schools and consider it worthy of imitation 
by the others, —a very pretty and proper observance of the 
day, also to acknowledge thanks for the receipt of a very pretty 
souvenir card from one of the districts with the names of the 


scholars. 


We would again respectfully call the sheds of the voters 


to the shabby condition of school houses Nos. 2 and 3. They 
certainly are a disgrace to the town, while in No. 3 it is impos- 


sible for the older boys to be quiet so uncomfortable are the | 


seats. 
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New geographies have been introduced and physiologies con- > 
sidered. ‘Tardiness and frequent absence in some of our 
schools is much to be deplored. We do wish parents could be 
made to see the loss it is to the child, to say nothing of the 
hard and unsatisfactory work it makes for the teacher. Why 
should not school work be made a business, and promptness 
and constant attendance demanded? It is most essential that 
a child should be made to feel “whatever is worth doing is 
worth doing well,’ and no scholar can afford to neglect one 
hour toward their better education. 

We feel, as a School Board, there is much in our schools © 
worthy commendation, and that good work has been done by 
teachers and pupils. 

It is to be hoped that at our next school meeting a much 
more generous spirit will be manifested with reference to our 


schools both as to longer terms and the much needed repairs. 


We wish to thank the parents for their cooperation and 
words of approval, and hope the coming year many more will 
show by frequent visits to our schools their own personal inter- 
est in the great cause of education. .
